1 . This is the initial office action for Application# 10/628,1 13 filed on 28 July 2003. 
Claims 1-3 are currently pending and have been considered below. 

Specification 

1 . An examination of this application reveals that Applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure.

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: the final limitation 
of the claim "...does no longer interrupt..." is grammatically incorrect. Appropriate 
correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Centered Systems ("Second Copy 2000" application; Copyright 2000). 

Claim 1: Centered Systems discloses the method comprising: 

a) loading the backup program (Screenshot 1) (The "Start at log in" option loads 

the program when the user logs into the computer); 
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b) waiting for the operating system to shutdown (Paragraph 4) (The "Shut down" 
option)] 

c) interrupting the shutdown process (Screenshot 2) (Window shown on left 
opens to show that application is interrupting the shutdown process)] 

d) backing up specified data (Screenshot 2) (The message "Running shutdown 
profiles. .." shows that the application is running the user-defined profiles to 
backup data at shutdown)] 

e) informing the operating system that the shutdown process can continue 
(Screenshot 2) (Once the backup process completes, the Counter identified in 
the screenshot counts down to 0, at which point the application informs the 
operating system that it has completed); and 

f) no longer blocking the shutdown process (Screenshot 2) (Once the counter 
reaches 0, Second Copy 2000 exits, allowing the operating system to continue 
with the shutdown process). 

Claim 2: Centered Systems discloses the method of Claim 1 , wherein the 
backup application interrupts a user logoff request, and allows the operating 
system to continue with the user logoff request after the backup is complete 
(Screenshot 2) (The "Log off' option demonstrates that Second Copy 2000 can 
perform the backups for user logoffs from a computer). 
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Claim 3: Centered Systems discloses the method of Claim 1, wherein the 
backup application interrupts a restart request, and allows the operating system 
to continue with the restart request after the backup is complete (Screenshot 2) 
(The "Restart" option demonstrates that Second Copy 2000 can perform the 
backups for user logoffs from a computer).
